N.Y. Names Ist Negro Police Inspector 

Captain George H. Redding, 52-year-old twice-cited 
veteran of the New York City police force, was sworn 
in as the department’s first Negro deputy police in- 
spector and the ranking Negro policeman in the U.S. 
In ceremonies at City Hall, Inspector Redding, the 
first Negro in the history of the N. Y. police force 
to reach the rank, moved into the policy level of the 
department. He will be assigned a new command. 

A veteran of 26 years on the force, Inspector Red- 
ding was elevated to his captaincy only last Febru- 
ary. He was twice honored for excellent police work, 
once in 1930 when he arrested three notorious rob- 
bers and in 1943 when he nabbed a five-man gang 
after disarming four of the members. The only other 
top Negro office holder in the N.Y. police depart- 
ment is William L. Rowe, ex-newspaperman, who is 
one of seven deputy police commissioners. Rowe, 
however, is not a member of the force but was ap- 
pointed to his post. 
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At the same ceremonies, Sgt. Eldridge Waith, who has 
received 12 citations for meritorious service for helping to 
solve 50 burglaries over the past few months in which 
more than $1,500,000 was involved, was promoted to act- 
ing lieutenant. Waith, currently assigned to the Harlem 
youth squad, helped recover the loot taken in Manhat- 
tan’s swank Central Park-Park Avenue district.

Top Pentagon brass intervened to halt the separation 
from the Air Force of Lt. Thomas E. Williams, a Phila- 
delphia, Pa., flier, who charged that he was dropped 
from the ranks by southern officers because he “refused 
to obey Dixie Jim Crow laws.”

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Baltimore Gets First Negro Firemen In 95 Years 

Ten Negroes were appointed to the Baltimore, Md. fire 
department and became the first Negro firemen in the 
cdepartment’s 95-year history. Among 46 fire fighters 
named by the fire board, the men were assigned to white 
companies for training. The board will consider later 
whether to establish a Jim Crow fire company. 


Nab 4 Whites With Bomb In Atlanta Tension Area 

A 22-year-old white automobile hauler and three com- 
panions were arrested and charged with possession of a 
powerful home-made bomb in the climax of a six-month 
probe of Negro home blastings in a racially mixed At- 
lanta residential neighborhood. Police said the bomb, 
found on a bathroom window sill of the home of Murlin 
Fred Burt, was powerful enough to wreck an entire 
dwelling and probably kill all of its occupants. Since 
April, two Negro homes in the Cairo St. section have 
been bombed and a half-dozen set on fire. 


Woman Killed In Ala. Bus-Train Wreck 

A Birmingham woman was killed and 45 other bus 
passengers injured when a diesel locomotive rammed 
into city bus in which they were riding at a railway 
crossing. Killed was Mrs. Rena L. Jones, 53, who police 
said died shortly after being adntitted to a local hospital.

District Commissioners To Issue FEPC Order 

The District of Columbia Commissioners will shortly 
take action to eliminate racial discrimination in hiring 
in the municipal government and in companies holding 
contracts with the District government, it was reported. 
The Commissioners were urged by President Eisenhower’s 
“Little FEPC” to issue a non-discrimination job order. 
Such an order will affect the transit and telephone com- 
panies in Washington, which refuse to hire Negroes. 


Va. Court Upholds Damages In Jim Crow Bus Suit 

The Federal Court of Appeals in Richmond, Va., upheld 
a $251 judgment which was awarded by a lower court to 
@ Negro passenger who had been arrested because he 
refused to move to the rear of a bus. In affirming the 
damages granted John Douglas Williams, a Norfolk Naval 
Air Station employee, against the Carolina Coach Co., the 
court turned down the company’s argument that segre- 
gation is valid in interstate commerce. 




















Accuse Army Officer Of Raping White Woman 

A 27-year-old Army officer was charged with raping a 
white woman in a car after a party at Fort Bragg, N.C. 
The white woman alleged that Lt. John R. Griffin, Mem- 
phis, Tenn., attacked her after a white officer had “passed 
out” in the back seat of the car. Harry Groves, civilian 
attorney of Fayetteville, N.C., told JET that Lt. Griffin, 
an ROTC graduate from West Virginia State College, has 
denied the charges. The alleged victim, who is the wife of 
a white soldier, had been riding in the car with Griffin 
and Lt. John C. Sloan, who claimed that the woman’s 
story is “not true.” Fort Bragg officials denied rumors 
that the incident had touched off disturbances between 
white and Negro troops within the vast military reserva- 
tion. 
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W Christmas Before Death: Fearing she would not live 
until Christmas, Air Force personnel from Keesler Field 
staged a surprise Christmas party for four-year-old leuke- 
mia victim Marian Robinson of Biloxi, Miss. Marian, sur- 
veying her numerous gifts with M/Sgt. Herman Brandon, 
died soon after the party. 














Ind. Cops Jim Crowed At Cafe, Arrest Owner 

Two Negro policemen arrested the operator of an In- 
dianapolis, Ind., white downtown delicatessen for viola- 
tion of the state civil rights law after the man refused to 
serve them. Arrested during what is believed to be the 
first on-the-spot action for violation of the little-used 
state law was Lee Levengood, 39, part-owner of the Weiss 
Delicatessen. The arresting officers were John T. Bailey, 
a nine-year veteran, and Hardister Buckner, a rookie. 
Their case is being aided by the NAACP. Levengood was 
ordered held on a $250 bond pending trial. 


Governor Urged To Name Negro Judge In Detroit 

The Wolverine Bar Association of Michigan urged Gov. 
G. Mennen Williams to name a Negro to fill a vacancy 
next year on the Detroit Common Pleas bench. The 
group’s spokesmen pointed out that the court’s nine 
judges handle more litigation involving Negroes than 
any other court in the state.

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U.S. Probes Racial Bias At Dixie Atom Plants 

President Eisenhower’s “Little FEPC” has launched a 
probe of hiring discrimination at two southern plants of 
the Atomic Energy Commission, according to Clarence 
Mitchell, director of the Washington NAACP. The NAACP 
executive said that the probe began after he complained 
of discrimination in hiring Negroes at Aiken, S. C., and 
Paducah, Ky., where work contracts are being handled 
by I. E. du Pont De Nemours and Co. and the Carbide 
and Carbon Chemicals Corp. 


Marine Pilot Wins DFC For Heroism In Korea 

Lt. Frank E. Petersen, Jr., the U. S. Marine Corps’ only 
Negro pilot, was awarded the Distinguished Flying Cross 
in Korea for leading a successful bombing mission de- 
spite his badly-damaged plane. A native of Topeka, 
Kans., Petersen was cited for “extraordinary achieve- 
ment” while participating in a mission on June 15

Hang 12 Mau Maus For Killing 150 Africans 

Twelve Kikuyu tribesmen were hanged at Nairobi, 
Kenya, for their part in the Mau Mau raids at Lari last 
March, during which time 150 loyal Kikuyu men, women 
and children were slain. At the same time, two Kikuyu 
tribesmen, accused of being members of the Mau Mau 
general staff went on trial. Meanwhile, British general 
headquarters announced that 100 Mau Maus were killed 
and 108 others captured in the past week. Elsewhere in 
Kenya, the government established a camp 20 miles east 
of Nairobi to give religious education to some 1,500 
Kikuyus suspected of being Mau Mau sympathizers. A 
Catholic priest and 10 Protestant African teachers will 
instruct the tribesmen to help them overcome Mau Mau 
influence. 


Red Colors Taboo For Queen’s Caribbean Visit 

Jamaican officials will junk an ancient superstition 
that red attracts good luck when they spread a rose- 
colored carpet over the earth at Montego Bay Airport 
next month to welcome Queen Elizabeth II to the scenic 
British Colony. Explaining that red might now be inter- 
preted in the West Indies as a token of ill-omen, 
Jamaican officials agreed to use rose. “We should keep as 
far as we possibly can from red, which is the color of 
Moscow’s Red Square and consequently the color of Com- 
munism,” an official said. 


Howard Grad Cheddi Jagan Of Guiana Denied Visa 

The U. S..refused a visa to Howard University-trained 
Cheddi Jagan, ousted prime minister of British Guiana, 
who wants to fly to London via New York to plead his 
case to the British government. Dr. Jagan, his Detroit- 
born wife, Janet Rosenberg, and five other cabinet mem- 
bers were ousted from control of the predominantly Ne- 
gro-populated colony (total population: 437,022; Negroes: 
200,000) after the colonial office charged that they were 
carrying out a Moscow-directed plot to drive the British 
out and set up a pro-Communist government.

South Africa Relaxes Jim Crow Bus Policy 

Africans will be allowed to ride anywhere on the top 
decks of Durban, South Africa, buses as a result of action 
by city officials, revoking a ruling which had allowed 
Africans to be admitted only to five rear rows on the bus 
at peak hours. Durban officials said there had been fre- 
quent complaints that non-whites were left standing be- 
cause the rear seats were filled although the rest of the 
top deck would be empty.

King Farouk, Prince Feud Over Tessa Prendergast 

Egyptian King Farouk and an Italian Prince exchanged 
cold glances and hot words over the attentions of Jamai- 
ca-born Tessa Prendergast in Rome, where the curvaceous 
dancer is working in a film. According to reports, the two 
scions of ancient Mediterranean Royalty clashed when 
King Farouk attempted to persuade Miss Prendergast to 
leave the company of an Italian Prince who has been her 
constant escort in Italy. The Italian Prince called 
Farouk’s unwelcomed rivalry a personal affront and en- 
gaged in such a heated verbal clash with him that it was 
necessary for police to intervene.

The Louisville (Ky.) Defender, a 21-year-old weekly 
which has been printed on full-size, eight-column pages, 
became a six-column tabloid newspaper and was printed 
in Louisville for the first time, publisher Frank L. Stanley 
announced.

by veteran newspaperwoman Geraldine Fitch. The book 
also clearly states the need for restoring the Nationalists 
to power so that America can “save face” for what Mrs. 
Fitch obviously considers the U. S. bungling foreign policy 
in the Far East. 

B Detectable throughout the work is Mrs. Fitch’s nos- 
talgic longing for the pre-World War II China where she 
spent half her life, and her incisive evaluation of the 
errors of American diplomacy suggests that pro-Com- 
munists in Washington are responsible for present Red 
domination of 450 million Chinese who are sorely needed 
on the side of the world’s democracies.

‘Best Suspect’ Denies Dallas Rape-Slaying 

Dallas police captured a 29-year-old former convict 
who they said is the “best suspect yet” in the rape-slaying 
of a 29-year-old white woman. The suspect is Melvin 
Miller who worked in.a drug store a few hundred yards 
from the spot where Mrs. H. C. Parker was raped and 
stabbed to death. Several detectives grilled Miller who 
doggedly stuck with his story that he was at home on 
the night of the murder. 


Hold Nashville Boy, 14, For Rape Of Child, 4 

A 14-year-old Nashville boy, who police say admitted 
raping a four-year-old girl on the playground of Head 
School, was arrested and charged with “carnal knowledge 
of a female under the age of 12.” 





Ala., Youth, 17, Shoots Mother To Death 

A 17-year-old Montgomery, Ala., youth shot his 
32-year-old mother to death with a 12-gauge shot- 
gun after an argument. The woman, Mrs. Mary 
Ellen Jackson, died at a city hospital, and her son, 
Arthur, was held in jail. Police said the shooting 
occured while the woman, her son and two daugh- 
ters were returning from church. 
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57 Jailed In Mass Pittsburgh. Dope Raids 


After four months of undercover investigation, more 
than 100 Pittsburgh and Federal agents staged a swift 
series of dope raids, rounding up 57 persons, including 
one 42-year-old man who was accused of supplying dope 
to Chicago, Detroit and Cleveland peddlers. Held in 
$15,000 bond, Joseph Harper was called the biggest inter- 
state narcotics distributor in Pittsburgh. His wife, Ber- 
nice, was seized with $5,535. Agents nabbed Harper as 
he prepared to deliver four ounces of heroin (estimated 
value: $10,000) to undercover men. The other suspects, 
some white, were booked as dope sellers or addicts. 


Man Jailed, Hiked 50c Money Order To $2,000 

A Detroit husband who raised the amount of a 50 cent 
money order to $2,000 to impress his new bride and in- 
laws was sentenced to six months in Federal prison. Estus 
Amos admitted forging the money order, which a Detroit 
real estate company accepted as payment on a home. 


Pair Gets 15 Yrs. For Robbing Cleric Of $32,000 

Two men were found guilty of robbing Zelma Hill, 
Nashville, Tenn., minister of $32,000 and sentenced to 15 
years in prison. Attorneys for Leroy Fields and Willie 
Clifton Parker said they would file a motion for a new 
trial. 





Ga. Woman Tries To Burn Mother’s House 

A 30-year-old Atlanta, Ga., woman was jailed by 
detectives who said she attempted to burn down the 
home of her mother because her three children had 
not been given dinner. Detectives said Mrs. Oterias 
Ash sprinkled gasoline through the house, dumped 
the empty can on the front porch and stood on the 
sidewalk, pitching lighted matches onto the porch.

A former Nashville, Tenn., physician narrowly escaped 
a contempt citation for undergoing surgery on the eve 
of his trial for involuntary manslaughter and murder- 
abortion. Judge Chester K. Hart declined to cite Dr. R. B. 
Jackson, 53, for contempt after a surgeon testified that a 
hernia operation was performed on the ex-physician.

Fritz Pollard, Red Dabney, Jules 
Franks, Ozzie Simmons, Duke Slater, Willis Ward, 
Brud Holland. The interrogator was well-armed. 

But this guy never wavered. “Willis,” the guy 
said, “is now in his eighth year of pro ball, and he’s 
been sensational since his first day. He was an All- 
American before that. He’s got great strength, cun- 
ning, a 70-mile charge; he’s been a livin’ terror in 
college and two pro leagues. He’s made teeth-rat-
